NEW YORK (UPI)—Opera star 
Helen Traubel said today M argar­ 
et Truman plung'd ill-equipped in. 
to a concert career after disre­ 
garding Miss Traubel’s advice to 
continue training in private for at 
least five years. 
In a revealing account of her 
three-year relationship with the 
Truman family, the famed Wag­ 
nerian soprano said in her soon- 


to-be published autobiography that 
she finally quit in despair as Mar­ 
garet's teacher because the for­ 
m er president’s daughter persist­ 
ed in seeking a professional ca­ 
reer A copyrighted, condensed ver­ 
sion of the book was published to­ 
day in the January issue of the 
Ladies Home Journal. 
Miss Truman’s father, who once 
wrote a stinging letter to a pro­ 


fessional critic of his daughter’s 
singing, took Miss Traubel'* criti­ 
cism in stride. 
“ Prim a donnas m ust have their 
fun,” the former president said 
“She wanted a headline, and she 
got it.” 
Truman is here to spend Christ­ 
mas with his daughter, now Mrs. 
Clifton Daniel, her husband and 
son.
